The manager of the ranch, over 
the long distance telephone to- 
night said that there was no wind 
at the time of the accident and he 
could not state what went wrong 
with the plane.

“Kindly wire me penalty for 
profiteering under new bill pass- 
ed by congress and whether 
or not bill is now in force. Geor- 
gia appreciates your efforts.” 
The reply from Attorney General] 

Palmer follows: 

“Your wére to Senator Harris. 
Replying, present evidence of 
profiteering to United States At- 
torney Alexander there, Penalty 
for profiteering $5,000 fine, or 
two years in penitentiary, or 
both, 

“Signed: 

“A. MITCHELL PALMER.” 
“This is the last warning,” Mr. 

Manget Stated last night, “that will 
be given to food profiteers in At- 
lanta. This applies to all kinds, 
dairymen as well as grocers. We 
shall not stop until the public is 
given a square deal and unpatriotic 
dealers forced out of business, with 
some among their number possibly 
behind jai] bars.” 
Evidence Presented, 

Evidence has been presented to 
the district attorney of several gro- 
cerymen as well as dairymen who 
have been found guilty of charging 
above the prices fixed by the Fulton 
county fair price committee. No 
prosecutions have been instituted 
by his office, a statement from there 
containing the explanation that 
there was no penalty provided un- 
der the law even if convictions were 
obtained. 

It is believed that the wire from 
the attorney general will place an 
entirely different aspect on the 
case of profiteers in Fulton county. 
While the great majority of gro- 
cers and dealers have responded to 
the efforts of the fair price com- 
mittee to maintain standard prices, 
there have been a number of ex- 
ceptions to the rule, several of them 
making flagrant violations of the 
committee’s rulings. 

Was Last Resort. 

No recourse to the law has been 
applied by the district attorney, and 
a few days ago a conference was 
held, at which Mr. Manget consider- 
ed the possibility of disbanding the 
fair price committee. 

As a last resort, Senator Harris 
was appealed to and it is now con- 
sidered probable that possibly with- 
out any convictions profiteering will 
“atop and the equitable prices allow- 
ed by the committee will prevail 
over the entige city.

Closer Affillation Urged. 


Closer affiliation of grower and 
spinner was offered as a solution 
to the problem of the cotton planter 
and the spinner by Governor Bick- 
ett, of North Carolina, in private 
life a cotton planter. The planter, 
he said, is operating on a narrow 
margin of profit, even at very high 
prices. 

Willlam Polk, Louisiana planter, 
declared the spinner interests were 
capable of fixing the price of the 
manufactured cotton article. 

“If no basis of assured prices can 
be arrived at whereby the American 
cotton grower can get more money 
for his raw cotton, then the govern- 
ment should set a price for the spin- 
ner to pay or else put a tariff on 
foreign cotton which would assure 
the grower a sufficient price by 
American spinners,” Mr. Polk said. 
His expressions, however, met with 
objection from many of the grow- 
ers, who voiced a conviction that 
complete harmony with the spinners 
was the only spirit which would 
make for better conditions and high- 
er prices. 

J. S. Wannamaker, of St. Mat- 
tews, S. C., president of the Amer- 
ican Cotton association, said there 
never was a time when it was more 
necessary for a thorough harmony 
and understanding between grower 
and spinner than the present. Co- 
Operation between grower and 
spinner will do much toward equal- 
izing supply and demand, give the 
spinner information on which to 
proceed instead of guess work, and 
advise the grower fully of what the 
spinners need so that he can sup- 
ply the demands.” 

David Graham, commissioner of 
agriculture of North Carolina, said 
that while labor had grown and 


the past few wears it had 
recognized for some time that ne- 
gro labor was no longer to be de- 
pended upon owing to its decadence 
in strength and energy since the 
war between the states.

“The American people will not 
exchange the solid foundations of 
their social order for any of these 
fantastic programs The relations 
of labor and capital are now being 
seriously considered in Washington 
by a group of representatives « 
the various interests and of the pub- 
lic, assembled by the president, and 
we can look with confidence to a 
spirit of justice and mature delib- 
eration upon these grave problems 
from that body. 

“In the meantime, the timid may 
take heart. Some time ago I tele- 
graphed to the governor of every 
state in the union that in the event 
of any civil disorder which he found

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OVER THE LEAGUE 


Southern Delegations Will 
Try to Force Episcopal 
Convention to Take 
Strong Stand for League 
of Nations. 


Detroit; Mich. October 15.—De- 
termined that the triennial general 
convention of the Protestant Epis- 
copal church shall take a more 
definite stand on the league of 
nations issue, southern delegations 
are marshaling their forces against 
the resolution adopted by the 
house of bishops that the United 
States enter into “a covenant of 
nations.” 

Dr. G. Gordon Smeade, of Jack- 
s0n, Miss., characterizing the reso- 
lution, which was fathered 
by Bishop Chauncey B. Brewster, 
of Connecticut, (WxX‘spincless, color- 
less and mean ..4:¢ss,” declared to- 
day that he will wage a fight to 
prevent its adoption in the house 
of deputies. With him dre aligned 
the southern delegation, almost 
solid, he stated. Dr. Smeade has 
before the house of deputies a 
resolution indorsing the league of 
nations covenant in its present 
form. 

Ostensibly to prevent delay in 
legislative action of the house of 
deputies because of the heavy pro- 
Bram yet untouched, a proposal 
that there be no debate on the 
league of nations was made and 
approved today, 307 to 118. Pres- 
entation of further resolutions, 
however, will be permitted. 

Dr. Smeade declared this action, 
“established a dangerous pre- 
cedent in muzzling freedom of 
speech,” and said the league isse is 
above politics, “the greatest issue 
befére the world today, the great- 
est document that ever emanated 
from the mind of man.” 

#100,000,000 for Missions. 

The ,board of missions today 
asked the convention to authorize 
@® campaign among the church 
membership for pledges to finance 
the church work extension pro- 
gram, to cost an undetermined 
amount that probably’ will reach 
$100,000,000. Consideration of the 
details of the prégram is ex- 
pected to occupy the attention of 
the convention several days. 

The program interprets the work 
of the church in this country in 
relation to,five major groups of 
people, the Indians, negroes, iso- 
lated mountaineers of the Appalach- 
ians, peoples of the rural districts 
and foreign-born and their children. 
For negro work it is proposed to 
spend in three years $2,174,826. The 
convention was told one-half the 
rural population of fifteen million 
people are without religious affilia- 
tions, and intensive work among 
them is planned. 


It is proposed to spend $1,500,000 
Americanization work in  co- 
with the federal depart- 
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ment of the interior This includes 
special projects for reaching each of 
the alien nationalities in this coun- 
try. Community’ centers, experi- 
mental stations, classes in “patri- 
otic education,” and development of 
social service are planned among 
them. 

For educational work it is pro- 
posed to expend more than $3,800,- 
000 on new buildings, college equip- 
ment, theological schools, scholar- 
ships and work among students. 
It is proposed to spend another 
$600,000 to meet the present social 
unrest. 

Latin-American Work. 

Two million dollars will be spent 
in extending Latin-American church 
work, including a campaign against 
“existing evils.” More than half a 
million dollars will be spent in Bra- 
zil and the same amount in Cuba. 
In Porto Rico, it is proposed to 
spend $370,000; in Hawaii and San 
Domingo, $190,000; in Mexico, $250,- 
000, and in the Virgin islands, 
$35,000. 

Nine and a half millions will be 
expended in other foreign fields, 
including Alaska, China, Japan, the 
Philipfipines and Liberia. Nearly 
$4,500,000 wiil -go to China and 
$4,150,006 to Japan. Hundreds of 
schools, hospitals and mission build- 
infgs are projected in those lands. 

Saloon substitutes for men, hous- 
ing and social centers for girls and 
women and vacation homes will call 
for the expenditure of $1,200,000 im 
this country. Extension of social, 
religious and educationai work for 
women is on the program. In the 
United States alone 1,930 new pro}- 
ects are planned at a cost of more 
than $20,000,000, in addition’ to 
which a large amount will be used 
in increasing preachers’ salaries, ac- 
cording to the plan. 

‘Ministry of Healing.” 

The house of deputies today au- 
thorized the appointment of a coin- 
mission to consider fuller recogni- 
tion by the church of “the ministry 
of healing and the need of its re« 
vival.” in connection with the visit 
here of James Moore’ Hickson, 
church of England exponent of 
apostolic healing of disease by “‘lay- 
ing on of hands.” 

“Church member” is to be defined, 
if a proposal to consider as mem- 
bers ‘‘all persons baptized” in the 
church, made in the nouse of depu- 
ties today, is adopted. It is stated 
this would increase the _ record 
membership of the church perhaps 
from 25 to 50 per cent. 

It is generally believed by con- 
vention members that the cause of 
women’s enfranchisement in church 
legislative activities will receive 
favorable action this year. The 
house of bishops today deferred, un- 
til the house of deputies shall act, 
consideration of the proposal 
admit women as delegates in 
latter house. Women now sit 
many diocesan meetings. 

The house of bishops adopted a 
resolution to close the convention 
on October 24. 

Suffragan bishops elected by dio- 
ceses will hereafter be given a vote 
4s well as a seat in the house of 
bishops. Provision was made bv 
the ‘ouse of bishops for shorter 
Old Testament lessons and action 
of the house of deputies providing 
that three tables of scriptural les- 
sons be placed on trial with the 
next convention was concurred in. 
hTese are steps toward a settled 
lectionary. 


FOOTWEAR PRICES. 
DUE FOR TUMBLE 
AFTER CHRISTMAS 


New York, October 15.—Footwear 
prices are due for a tumble * * * 
in fact they have dropped 26 per 
cent since the middle of August. 
and are going to take still another 
drop after Christmas. J. Frank Mce- 
Elwain, president of the National 
Boot and Shoe Manufacturers’ as- 
sociation, said in an address before 
the middle states shoe wholesalers’ 
association here today. 

Mr. McElwain said the consumer 
should notice these declines begin- 
ning next April, as the shoe now 
being manufactured will not be 
marketed until that time. He said 
a falling off in the demand from 
Europe partly was responsible for 
the reduction.

Attorney's representing the families 
concurred in the opinion of the of- 
ficials, but it was intimated by 
them individual police officers who 
repulsed the mob and who are ac- 
cused by the- disaffected element 
with having b@an responsible for 
the shooting, would be prosecuted 
on warrants drafted by friends of 
the dead men or their relatives. 


PONFIDENCE VOTE 
FOR CLEMENCEAU 


Premier’s Ministry Sus- 
tained in Deputies by 
324 to 132—Brand Led 
the Opposition Forces. 


Paris, October 15.—(By the Asso- 
ciated Press.) —The Clemenceau 
ministry was sustained in the cham- 
ber of deputies this afternoon by a 


vote of 324 to 132. The premier 
thus victoriously emerged from the 
hitterest and best organized assault 
which the ministry had ever faced. 
The chamber adopted the cabinct's 
policy on the chronological order of 
the elections, placing the lJegisla- 


tive elections first, on November 
| 


el<«ctions in that order. 

For the first time Aristide Briand. 
the former premier, came out openly 
in leading the opposition forces, but 
M. Clemenceau’s majority was the 
largest he had ever received when 
the question of confidence was pre- 
serted. 

Preparations had been going on 
for months for this test of strencth, 
the opposition awaiting the ratifi- 
cation of the peace treaty to make 
a definite onslaught on the minis- 
try. 

Premier Clemenceau had a bitter 
oratorical duel with M. Briand. The 
result of the vote makes it posftive 
that M. Clemenceau’s platform will 
go before the people, his opponents’ 
avowed intention of forcing a post- 


ponement of the mandate of the 
chamber having failed. In his speech 
M. Clemenceau never was in betcrer 
form. 

The debate was preceded by a 
turbulent scene caused by the at- 
tempt of Deputy Paul Meunier to 
talk on a resolution postponing dis- 
cussion of the date of elections, the 
deputy declaring the question ought 
not to be discussed with the pres- 
ent cabinet. He attacked Premier 
Clemenceau savagely, bringing in 
the name of the premier’s brother, 
Albert Clemenceau, who M. Meunier 
declared, was attorney for the Aus- 
trian banker, Rosenberg, who fled 
from Paris at the outbreak of the 
war. 

The greater part of the chamfer 
hooted the speaker, even the gal- 
leries joining in, which is most un- 
usual. Only after 30 minutes’ pan- 
demonium could the chamber pro- 
ceed with the debate. 


FILLED STOMACH 
WITH LOT OF JUNK 
TO KILL HIMSELF 


Boston, October 15.—Discovery of 
(2a “human junk heap” was an- 
nounced by officers of the house of 
correction at “Deer Island today. 
Charles W. Bussell, of Montreal, 
serving a sentence of one year for 
forgery, complained of indigestion. 

A surgical operation resulted in 
the recovery of two pounds of mis- 
cellaneous articles from his stom- 
ach. The collection, Dr. C. L. Rock- 
well said, included parts of a dog 
chain two feet long, a safety razor 
blade nearly whole, a suspender 
buckle and 179 fragments or pieces 
of glass, hay wire ,staples, nails 
and screws. Relieved of these sub- 
stances, Bussell has almost entirely 
recovered, it is said. 

The prisoner had been accumulat- 
ing the collection with suicidal in- 
tent ,according to Dr. Rockwell, 
since last December. He had pre- 
viously made a similar cumulative 
attempt to end his life, but it was 
frustrated by an operation per- 
formed in New York, he said. 

Bussell told the surgeons that he 
a former clergyman, having 
several pastorates in Canada, 
and had been convicted of worth- 
less check operations in Michigan, 
New York and New Jersey.

“Orel was entered after many days 
of fierce fighting in which several 
red divisions were defeated. The 
townspeople welcomed the troops, 
falling on their knees and calling 
out, ‘Christ is risen.’ East of Orel 
our troops debouched on the line 
Preobrazhenskoe-Turemeff.” 

The communique further reports a 
series of successes at Various points 
along the front, in which some 6,000 
prisoners and a number of guns 
were captured and in one instance 
an entire division was broken up. 
North of Pavolsk, on the Don, 225 
miles southeast of Orel, the enemy 
was flung across the River Oseredo, 
and 1,500 prisoners and eight ma- 
chine guns taken. At Ust Medvie- 
ditzkaya, on the lower Don, 100 
miles northwest of Tzaritzyn, the 
bolsheviki were driven back in con- 
fusion along distance and finally 
the enemy infantry was dispersed. 
Cossack troops in the upper Don 
region forced a crossing of the left 
bank of the river on a wide front 
and captured 1,100 prisoners and a 
battery. The staff of one of the 
Cossack troops in the Krivutchy re- 
gion dispersed a division of enemy 
troops And captured 3,000 prison- 
ers, five guns and a number of ma- 
chine guns. 


While Orel is 283 miles south ot 
Moscow, possession of the city will 
give General Denekine a secure hold 
on vast stretches of territory in old 
Russia, as the place is one of the 
most important railway centers 
south of the present Russian capl- 
tal. 

NORTHWEST ARMY 

NEAR PETROGRAD. 

Stockholm, October 15.—The 
northwestern Russian army is re- 
ported here to have pushed some 
35 miles beyond Yamburg, which 
it captured recently, and to be with- 
in 20 miles of Gatchina which is 
only 30 miles southwest of Petro- 
‘grad. The taking of 1,500 prison- 
ers and nine guns from the bolshe- 
viki is announced. Confidence 1s 
expressed among the officers Pe- 
trograd will fall before the attack. 
In fighting, the Red army is mak- 
ing use of mines to a great extent, 
blowing up the roads everywhere 
while retreating. 

At Yamburg both officers and 


men taken prisoner are declared to 
have been pleased &at their capture 
and the morale of the forces as a 
whole is described as poor. 

Bolshevik literature, the advices 
state, was allowed to circulate

Testifies Jones 
Told of Shooting 
Just Before Death 


Moultrie, Ga., October 15.—(Spe- 
cial.)—The most damaging evidence 
brought out today against the de- 
fendants in the trial of John T. 
McCracken and Bill Radney, charged 
with the murder of Henry T. Jones, 
was furnished by eGorge Mitchell, 
who testified that Jones, while in 
a dying condition, told him that 
McCracken and Radney fired first 
in the exchange of pistol shots on 
Lost Creek bridge on Sunday night, 
June 16, last year. 

The question of the admission of 
Mitchell's testimony consumed some 
time, Judge E. E. Cox, leading coun- 
sel for the defendants, objecting 
and insisting that the state had not 
shown that Jones knew at the time 
that he talked to Mitchell that he 
was mortally wounded. Judge Thom- 
as admitted the testimony, how- 
ever. 

Mitchell said 


i 


that he was the 
first to reach Jones’ side after the 
latter had been wounded, and de- 
clared that Jones told him that Rad- 
ney and McCracken’s commands to 
halt were followed by a fusilade of 
shots, and that the enooting by them 
began by the time he got his hand 
on his pistol. The state is expected 
to finish its case at a night session 
tonight. 

The defendants contend that they 
were members of a lawful posse 
huntine for a negro who had tried 
to kill Sheriff Boyd and that in the 
darkness Jones was mistaken for 
the hunted man when he appeared 
in view of the Lost Creek bridge. 
They also claim that Jones had had 
trouble with a man who lived in 
his community and, expecting a re- 
newal of the trouble, constantly 
carried a pistol, and that on the 
night of the tragedy he was quick 
to shoot. and that McCracken and 
Radney had to act in self-defense. 

The case is expected to reach the 
jury some time tomorrow. It is the 
eecond time that Radney and Mc- 
Cracken have been tried under the 
same indictment. At the first trial 
they were convicted of voluntary 
manslaughter.

$30,000 in special 
taxes, which amount would othe:- 
wise have been lost to the state. 
have been collected to date by the 
four special tax collectors appvint- 
ed by Governor Dorsey, according 
to tnformation given out by the 
comptroller general's office yester- 
day. 

The salary of the governor 1s $7,- 
500 and the aperropriation to his 
office for secretaries and othr 
clerical help $10,000 per annum 
making a total of $17,500. As these 
special tax agents have not fin- 
ished their work and a cona:der- 
able number of counties remain to 
be visited, the governor will prob- 
ably be able to reimburse the state 
in this way for more than double 
the entire cost of the executive de- 
partment this year. 

As it has long been a matter of 
public complaint that the state was 
losing largely through the dodging 
of the payment of license and oth- 
er speci taxes, Governor UVorsey 
last spring conceived the idea of 
designating special agants from 
his office to find the delinquents 
and bring in what they were due 
the state. The first man whom the 
governor put at this work was A. 
8. Allen. 

Commission Contract. 

The governor made a _ contract 
with Mr. Allen which would cost 
the state nothing, the laiier agree- 
ing to work on a commission basis 
entirely, paying all of his expenses 
and turning in to the comptroller

It soon developed that there were, 


hundreds of individuals and corpo- 
rations all over the state liable to 
license taxes which had not paid 
them.

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"DR. HARDIN PLEADS 
FOR HUMAN TOUCH ' 


IN FREATING SICK 


Before a meeting of the Georgia 
Nurses Wednesday, Dr. Robert Har- 
din, of Rome, discussed the relation- 
ship of the spheres of doctor and 
nurse. In his talk Dr. Hardin 
strongly denounced the practition- 
ers who are allowing the “human 
touch” to disappear, and are using 
exclusively the “cold-blooded work 


of the scientist.” He states that 
there must be both science and love 
for humanity if the work in either 
profession is a success. 

Miss Ada Woolfolk, associate di- 
rector of civilian relief, southern 
division of the Red Cross, presented 
the program adopted for civilian re- 
lief in the south. “This work will 
be directed to the mental, moral 
and physical conditions of the peo- 
ple,” stated Miss Woolfolk.

Four bids were received yester- 
day by the Western an dAtlantic 
railroad commission for the lease 
of the property ownéd by the state 
in Chattanooga and authorized by 
the genéral assembly to be 
posed of apart from the Western 
and Atlantic railroad to which it} 


was formerly attached. All of the} 
bids were rejected by the commis- 
SION as unsatisfactory, 

The commission then authorized 
its chairman, C. Murphey Candler, 
to negotiate privately for the lease 
of the property, the deal to be 
closed at another meeting of the 
board as soon as a_ satisfactory 
lessee could be found. 

The property in question consti- | 
tutes what are known as the East- 
ern hotel and-the Eouthern Express 
building in Chattanooga. The com 
mission in handling it are subject 
to the same regulations as were 
prescribed by the legislature § for | 
the leasing of the railroad. They 
may lease it up toa fifty-year 
term, but the lessee is required to 
deposit bonds of Georgia or the 
United States with the state treas- 
urer to cover the first year’s rent. 

The commission asked the legis- 
lature last summer to prescribe 
somewhat different terms for the 
lease of this property and to au- 
thorize its sale. The senate, how- 
ever, would not hear to the sale 
and the house passed a bill and 
went so far as to seek to limit the 
lease to a five-year term and put 
the matter in the hands of the rail- 
road commission. As a result noth 
ing was done and the W.& A, com- 
mission was left to act under the 
old law enacted for the lease of the 
railroad proper.

RETURN AT NEW YORK 


New York, October 15.—The strike 
of longshoremen and other harbor 
workers which had paralyzed port 
activities here for several days and 
threatened a serious fooc¢ shortage, 


Was broken today when the ferry 
workers returned to work and 15,000 


of the 80,000 longshoremen resumed 


their labors. Union 
dicted that by Friday all of 
longshoremen would be at work. 
The ferrymen at midnight unex- 
pectedly decided to return immedi- 
ately, accepting, with reservation, 
the government’s compromise wage 
increase offer. Before dawn all of 
the ferries were plying the Hudson 
as usual. The ferrymen filed no- 


tic, however, that they were not 
satisfied with flatincrease in wages 
amounting to approximately 10 per 
sent. They had demanded an in- 
Crease of 25 per cent. 

Six longshoremen’s locals, wjth a 
membership of 15,000, have voted to 
return at once, and strike leaders 
Said the remainder of the unions 
would take action during the next 
few days. The strikers voted to 
abide by the wave award of the 
national commission, pending fur- 
ther negotiations on December 1. 

The teamsters’ atrike remains in 
foree, as the men decided last night 
that they would not return until 
they receive more definite proposi- 
tions concerning an adjustment of 
their demands. 

It was announced that half of the 
city’s food reservations hade been 
consumed throuch the joint strikers 
of the longshoremen and teamsters. 
STRIKE CONTINUES 
AT NEW ORLEANS. 

New Orleans, October 15.—With 
a relief in New York from the 
water-front strike there yesterday, 
the New Orleans harbor tie-up 
showed no improvement early today. 

The demands of the longshoremen 
who are out here have not been re- 
ferred to the national adjustment 
commission. The 4,000 men who 
struck here quit work after the lo- 
cal steamship officials had refused 
to grant $1 an hour straight time, 
$1.50 an hour overtime and $2 an 
hour Sundays and holidays. 

No reply by leadersof the strikers 
has been made today to the letter 
of S. T. Demilt, in behalf of the 
association, offering to 
have the matter adjusted by the na- 
tional adjustment commission. 

Heads of the longshoremen’s un- 


lea@ers pre-

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ium declared that the decisiuvun vt a 
portion of the New York striking 
longshoremen to return to work 
would have no effect on the situation 
here. They stated that until the 
demands of the men for an incréase 
in pay were met by the stevedores 
and steamship agents, they would 
continue the strike. In the mean- 
time, it was said, steamship men 
were preparing to divert ships from 
New Orelans to other gulf ports. 

A sympathetic strike of team- 
sters, loaders and other harbor 
workers affiliated with the long- 
shoremen’s organization has been 
called for tomorrow.

DR. KUNO MEYER GOES 
INTO GREAT UNKNOWN 


London, October 15.—Announce- 
ment {s made in Berlin of the 
death in Leipsic of Dr. Kuno Mey- 
er, professor of Celtic language 
and literature at the University of 
Berlin. 


Dr. Kuno Meyer was a lecturer 
widely known in the United States. 
He was born in Hamburg Decem- 
ber 20, 1858, and freceived his 
early education in that city and 
at Dessau. Later he became a stu- 
dent at the University of Leipsic, 
specializing in Celtic philogy. 

Subsequently he became director 
of the school of Ir.eh learning in 
the University of Dublin, and then 
entered the faculty of the Univer- 
sity of Liverpool. He was a Vol- 
uminous writer, among his works 
being books on Irish. legend and 
history. Dr. Meyer was virtually 
the first prominent person to pre- 
dict that the war between  Ger- 
many and iséngland, France ~ and 
Russia, would develop into a world 
conflict. In 1917 he wrote an arti- 
cle entitled “Our War Aims in En- 
emy Eyes,” which quoted a conver- 
sation with Colonel Theodore 
Roosevelt and attracted wide at- 
tention. Later he wrote an article 
for the Berlin press saying Ger- 
many had lost the friendship of the 
United States after the sinking of 
the Lusitania.

A very interesting set of figures were given in the balance sheet 
of the Ford Motor company, just filed with the secretary of state of 
Massachusetts. Total assets as of July 31, 1919, foot up $332,998,121, 
of which $156,011,964 are in cash or accounts receivable.

$203,749,460. The company has no bonds outstanding and only $2,000,- 
000 stock. There is a floating debt of $72,174,639. The profit and loss 
surplus, which represents the excess of assets over liabilities amounts 
to $227,586,581, against $175,242,728 a year ago. The head of one of 
the best known investment banking firms in Wall street was asked 
today for his opinion on the bond market. “I am advising my custom- 
ers,” he said, “to buy prior lien railroad bonds.

The alleged action of the city au- 
thorities in denying a hearing of 
complaints against city officials for 
refusing to permit mass meetings 
and alleged illegal arrests will be 
considered at the same time.

Declaring undesirables are not al- 
ways of the illiterate class, Repre- 
sentative Cannon, republican, Illi- 
nois, added that “highly cultured 
men and women in some of the 
American colleges have 
ideas on social questions.”
